Oa Saturday ttie fall text of tbo 
Booiprociiy Treaty boiwopD the Sand- 
Wiob Islands and tbe Uoited Stntoa 
appeared in this paper. Tbe treaty 
has been approved by tbo Legislaliv-j 
Asfcembly of Honolula with BORrcely 
a dissoiici'^nt voice. The IJuitod Slates 
Qovertiinent grants the Hawainns 
even greater privilogos than Iboeo en- 
joyed formerly by tho Caiiudiaii^^, and 
tbo treaty will prove ol iininenso advan- 
tage to tbe sugar producers of the lertile 
group. Some eucb arrangement might 
bo made botToen our Government and 
that of tho Sandwich Itdanda wore 
only an effort put lorth. Through 
the exertions of tho gontloraan who 
acts as Consul lor the Sandwich In- 
lands at this port, our coal is now ad- 
mitted duty troo. Our lumber, bricks, 
fiah and sbooks, with oihor articles of 
Colonial production, might be included 
in tho free list, and tbe Colonists reap 
an abandant retarn, were a proposal 
made by our Government to admit 
sngar, coffee, molassea, &o., the prot 
duot of the lalands, Into our ports 
apon the same footing. It baa long 
been a matter of surprise with us that 
an effort to sconre rooiprooal trade with 
the Sandwich Islands has not been 
made by our Government. Perhaps, 
now that tbo ioe has been broken by 
tbe AinoricaDS, tbo Britieh Columbia 
Government will bo prepared to take 
advantage ot tbe opening and aslc the 
same privilogos.

The Great Oil Fire at Jlloiitr«a1. 

600,000 GALLONS OF OIL DE STROB- 
ED— AN EXCITING SCENE. 



The Montreal Gazette, of Aug. 20lh, aaya; 
Botwppn 12 aod 1 o'clock on the morning of 
Aug. 18, fire was diticoverud In on ol Middle- 
tuu'a coal oil storeH, on tbo line of the Grand 
Trunk Station. Tbe store was about 800 
feet long and 200 feet wide, (wo judge those 
figure* by tl;«e?e),and contuined, we are 
informed, 15 000 harrols cf coal oil ouch 
barrel contuiiiini; '10 gallons, making 000,000 
gallons. The huso was laid, but the fiianion 
lonud that ihey could do very litile good in- 
side tbe building, for tbe barrels began rapid* 
ly to bttrsi, and blow out the root, which was 
covered over with soda and earth for better 
protection Irom fire without. Tboso barrels 
as they burst scalioroH the fire around. The 
bursting ol course went on with increa?ed 
rapidity as the heut became intense within, 
and sburily hundreds ttnd thousands wont 
to.'eihor. We should explain that beoeath 
this bailding the St Pierre Greek rans toward 
the ciiy in a northerly direction. Over this 
croi k, and commencing at a distance ol 
about two hundred yards from tlio coul oil 
shed, many hundreds ot buildings are erect- 
ed on wooden slei'pers, In fact, it passed 
through a very populous suburb ; and bore 
lay a source of teriible danger. Tbe barrels 
as they burst, poured the fiery liquid iotu 
this Btreaoi, bearing it toward the city, 
wliich wai only 200 yards off, This roaring 
ffiiuio, on the surluco of lha crock, which, 
from the sudden pouring out ol thousands ol 
buriols of oil, ovei flowiug its natural bunk 
milking a sircani ol lurty or flity feet wide 
aud a foot deep on tbe banks where it bad 
overflown, went slowly rollioi; forward, a 
column of the most furious fire, Ibreateoiog 
the entire suburb. Tho whole city was il- 
luminated, and we are informed by piSaeo- 
gers who camo up by the boat that they saw 
the light thirty miles off. 

On the other aide of tbe railway track, 
witbm forty feel, were two other c:al oil 
storea, coniftinini; 20000 barrels of coal oil 
and benzine. To save these other stores, and 
'o prevaut at the same time tha fire rolling 
into iho Huhurtis, wan tho ob ect of the hour, 
a d the ciisis was supreme. To arrest ihe 
column it bectme evident that nothing but 
stopping tbe corrent (f water above, and 
ihr'iwing up dams or dykea in the iuterven- 
ting space betweeo it and Ihe city, woald be 
lUroiual. This was aooordingty commenced 
wiih HXircme energy, men on the spot woik- 
ing wiih epiiilnrt in intonsu lioai, and men at 
li lililu <ii.",!aoi;L' froi!) tha stream cutting large 
Slid,-, wliicti oitiers carried in their arms an 
ihrow on the dam. Bflure the first dam 
could be completed the liquid tire came on, 
bui It WBf held io check for a while by the 
embankment already raised. Tbe men re- 
11 eated al)oui a hundred feor, and eommenc 
ed anoitinr. Tiiu neat at this point was very 
yreii'. Tho men sullered greatly, but did 
not Uuioh In about naif no hour tho i^ecood 
uiiibaulinient was uompleied to the bight ol 
three lect, and it was not ready any too soon, 
for the firey liquid now began to oveifliw tbe 
hrflt, and oome rolling along against tbe 
pecond. Again tho heat compelled tho mfn 

10 retreat, aud another cmtjankmeut was 
eoinineiicod forty nr (illy Teet more dislanl. 
The ti!0, however did uot pass the mcco id em- 
h.inkini nl, the back ol which was kept wai 
by Iho hose playing upon it, to prevent tha 
S'ids from buroiog lind Ibo clay from orombl- 
liig away. A still further embankmeot was 
ihniwn up at the bridge at Gland Trunk 
Htriei, as a mcasrro of ulterior precaution, 
iuul illis wad ilie hmt. 

Wni'ii ilie lire was at its height, the Assist ' 
uiit Uhiof pent word to Mr Perry, that on

Works at Point Si Charles, in the iinmediale 
viciniiy, uud a large portion of ttio city 
A!i»isiance was immediately aQorded, but at 
iliM point the tire was most furiouii. A cul 
vert passed under tho track of the railway 
connecting the two sides opposito the Oil 
Stores, Through this culvert flowed the 
burning od, wbicb ran along tho tliich iin- 
mediatoly in front ot the atoren, and the 
tierce flame was within ten leet of their doors 
TUo peril was very c;roat, All that could be 
done was for the firemen to sheltor them' 
selves behind the embankmeat, keep tho sods 
WL't and throw water on the doors. 

Thute was a shuuting track alooHS'de of 
the store which was burneii, 00 wbiob were 
four or five cars, and notbiog can ooovey a 
better idea of the heat than tbe appearance 
with the remnants of these cars presented 
alter tno (ire, Tho wheels noaroal to the 
bIioiIh, which woro ol cast iroo were melted 
awiiy, and ihu liro wbiob melted Ihesu 
wheels was not 40 feot distant from the 
stores oQ the opposite side, and, in fact, it 
liuwcd only aboat JO feet from th^ir doors. 
I he Qro was sot to Ibis store, bgyoud a doubt, 
by an incutidiary ; aiid we regret to have to 
Blata thai llie first lino of hose which was put 
ilown was eul open by some miscreant wiihin 
three ininuloH alter it was laid. Over a week 
ago noiicu was given to several ol tho insur- 
aiiCD olUces, in writing, that: this store would 
be buioud down, and two of tbe insnraoce 
agunis. for a week past, have bad watch men 
there. The Value of the oil destroyed ia very 
great. We don't know ibo exaot value, but 
reekoniug 600.000 gallons at a shilling a gall- 
on we shall have u value of 8120 OOO, besides 
the sheds and cars burned and damage done 
to Ihe railway track.
